Priority

Information Disclosure Statement

101 based that the claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine," but rather 
embraces or overlaps two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C. 
101 which is drafted so as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the alternative 
only. /of. at 1551.

The symbols are transmitted with a receiver- 
specific transmission energy which on the part of the receiver results in the 
reception of the symbol with a reception energy which corresponds to an upper 
limit value associated with the receiver or a lower value of an error recognition 
rate in comparison with the upper limit value. To achieve the receiver-specific 
transmission energy and at the same time a bit rate which is as high as possible 
in dependence on the currently prevailing transmission conditions between the 
transmitter and the receiver the symbol duration or the number per symbol of 
transmitted bits or the symbol duration and the number per symbol of transmitted 
bits are adapted.
